Washington, Sept. 8.—Maurice F. 
•Barmy the United States minister at 
Copenhagen, has txlegraphed the state 
department that Dr. Cook’s reported 
discovery of the North Pole has been 
.corroborated by Dergaard Jensen, the 
b an ish Inspector of North Greenland. 


New Totk, Sept. 8.—Preparations 
already are afoot here to make the 
homecoming of Dr. Frederick A. Cook 
an event of national and possibly in­ 
ternational importance. If the plans 
outlined by members of the Arctic 
club are carried cut the welcome home 
which Dr. Ceok will receive in New 
York will be an ovation in which city, 
state and nation will take part, while 
prominent explorers—Cook’s former 
rivals—from all parts of the globe, 
will gather to pay their personal tri­ 
bute to his achievement. 
Among the most notable of those 
who in all probability will be here to 
greet Dr. Cook on his return will be 
Lieutenant Shackelton, the intrepid 
Englishman whose recent explorations 
in the Antartic during which he suc­ 
ceeded in pushing nearer to the South 
Pole than had any previous explorer, 
m ade him a figure of worldwide promi- 
nonce* 
Members of the Arctic club hope 
th a t President T aft may himself be 
present as the nation’s representative 
to welcome Dr. Cook. 
Honor Would Be Fitting. 
“Such an honor would be no more 
than fitting,” one of them declared, 
“In view of the fact that the explorer 
has placed the Stars and Stripes on 
the apex of the world and added per­ 
haps 60,000 square miles to the na­ 
tion’s territory.” 
Among the explorers who are ex­ 
pected to take a prominent part in the 
welcome to Dr. Cook are the Duke of 
the Abruzzi, Dr. Fritjof Nansen, Cap­ 
tain Roald Amundsen, General A. W. 
Greeley, Rear Admiral George Melville 
and Anthony Fiala of this city. 
No definite date has yet been set 
for Dr. Cook’s arrival here. Captain 
Bradley S. Osborn, secretary of the 
Arctic club, said that the explorer is 
not expected for several weeks. “He 
Is due in Copenhagen in three days,” 
gays Captain Osborn, “end if he came 
straight home would arrive in New 
York about tha middle of September, 
but his friends believe that he may 
.make several stops on the way home, 
jpor one thing, the geographers and 
gglentists of Copenhagen will tender 
birn a welcome. He may go to Chris- 
itan a to meet Captain Amundsen, the 
discoverer of the Northwest passage;

lated dispatches received at the head­ 
quarters of the Third military zone in 
this city tell of damage to the towns 
of Rayones and Galeana and of the 
practical destruction of the towns of 
Mier, General Bravo and Camargo. 
Meager reports as to damage at Vic­ 
toria, the capital of the state of Ta- 
maulpas, and other towns along the 
Tampico branch of the Mexican Cen­ 
tral railway to the southeast of this 
city have also been received. 
Great strides have been made in the 
relief work 
In Monterey and the 
refugees are being taken care of as 
well 
as 
possible. The 
destruction 
wrought by the flood comprises 102 
city blocks In three different sections 
of the city. These districts are a 
mass of ruins and in most cases swept 
clean, leaving nothing but deposits of 
sand. 
The first relief car has arrived from 
Ban Antonio and the food and wearing 
apparel will be turned over to the re 
lief committee working in conjunction 
with Consul General Hanna.

Flood Washes Away Part of a Mex­ 
ican Town. 
Laredo, Tex., Sept. 3.—A dispatch 
received by the mayor of Nuevo Lare­ 
do, Mex., from Camargo, Mex., situat­ 
ed 125 miles from this city on the 
lower Rio Grande, stated that as a re 
suit of the flood of the Ban Juan river 
due to the recent heavy rains and the 
overflow from the Santa Catarina 
river, which is a tributary of tho San 
Juan, half the city has been washed 
away and there is great suffering 
among the poor Mexicans. The tele­ 
gram states that fully 200 Mexican 
families are homeless and badly in 
need of food supplies. There is no 
mention made of any loss of life. 
Camargo is a town of approximate­ 
ly 4,000 inhabitants.

About as Much per Day as in 


the City Schools 
County Superintendent Wilson has 
just transmitted his annual report to 
the department of public instruction. 
From it the following interesting and 
instructive facts were gleaned. 
In the report the statistics of city 
schools are first reported separately 
from rural schools and then the two 
are combined and made into one re­ 
port for the county. 
The term city 
school in this extract means the 
Brainerd schools, as there are no 
other city schools in the county. 
Number of pupils entitled to state 
apportionment— city 
2102, 
rural 
schools 1713, all 3815. 
Total enrollment— city 2215, rural 
2124, all 4339. 
IOO rural schools ore included in 
the report. 
The rural schools are housed in 74 
frame buildings and 2 4 log buildings. 
The log buildings are rapidly giving 
way to neat and modern frame build­ 
ings; five new buildings having been 
erected the past year at a total cost 
of $4,350. 
The schools of 
the 
county 
arf' 
taught by 4 men in city schools and 
8 men in rural schools, and 50 lady 
teachers in city and 93 in rural 
schools. 
The average wages for men per 
month was $101 in city and $52.25 
in rural schools. 
For women, city 
$60, rural $38.38. 
36 teachers of the city were high 
school graduates, 34 normal and 23 
college graduates. 
Of the rural teachers, 
20 were 
high school graduates, 4 normal grad­ 
uates, 16 not graduates had attended 
a high school and 25 had attended a 
normal school for longer or shorter 
periods. 
31 rural schools report libraries 
with 4406 books, 688 books having 
been added during the past year. 
15 districts have applied for spe­ 
cial state aid of $150. 
All the school houses in the county 
are valued at $267,000. 
District 21 transported its pupils 
to a school in Morrison county. 
District 87, on petition, was an­ 
nexed to District 79. 
The 
following 
is 
the 
financial 
statement of the several districts: 


over an area of 32 townships. 
The county superintendent made 
190 visits to schools, traveling nearly 
4,000 miles in doing so. 
The salary of the county superin­ 
tendent the present year is $1,200, 
out of which he has to pay his travel­ 
ing expenses and keep of team. 
The 
salary of the city superintendent was 
reported a1 $2100 a year. 
The great 
need of the rural schools as expressed 
by the county superintendent is a 
better trained and better educated 
class of teachers. 
While there are a 
number of excellent, well educated 
and 
well 
trained 
teachers 
in 
the 
county, 
yet 
there 
are 
tho 
many wishing to teach who are 
not beyond the eighth grade, while 
in almost every school there are 
classes seeking eighth grade work. 
An eighth grade teacher Is evident­ 
ly not prepared to teach in such 
schools. 
96 districts provide free text books 
at an estimated cost of 31 cents a 
year for each pupil enrolled.

ment we find that the cost to the 
people per year for each pupil was 
$35.31 or 24 cents a day.

It will be observed in this connec­ 
tion that pupils in city schools at­ 
tend on an average of 146 days a 
year, while in rural schools the at­ 
tendance was 88% days a year.

Will it be possible for the 
attendance in rural schools to be 
brought to the high standard attained 
in city schools? 
Several of the rural schools report 
over $1,000 on hand after all ex­ 
penses have been paid.

The average rate of taxation for 
school purposes in the rural dis­ 
tricts was 12.83 mills; in city schools 
it was 15.02 mills.
